1. The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Commission 
under Sub-section (I) of Section H of the Forward Contracts (Regu- 
lation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) read with the Government of India, 
Ministry of Coimiieuc and Industry, Notification S.O. 1162 dated 
the 4th May 1960 has been obtained to the following amendments 
made to the Rye-laws of the Indian Exchange Ltd., Amritsar. 

2. Amendments— 

I. In Byc-Iaw 1, in Clause (SI), the words and figures ‘and 45 bags 
or 80 Kattas weighing 3732.12 Kilograms for Gur' shall be su Inti- 
tuled by the woids and figures ‘and 125 Kattas weighing 5000 Kilo- 
grams for Gur'. 

II. In Bye-law 59, in Clause (2), the Words and figures, '2.337 
Kilograms per 45 bags' shall be substituted by the figures and *yords 
‘4 Kilograms per 125 Kattas'. 

III. In Byc-Iaw 112, in Clause (a), the words and figures 'and per 
87.32 Kilograms' shall be substituted by the words and figures ‘and 
per 50 Kilograms'. 

IV. In Bye-law 122, in Clause (b), the words 'in case of cotton- 
seed and in the lots of 45 bags or 80 Kattas weighing 3732-42 Kilo- 
grams in case of Gur’ shall be substituted by the words 'tor cotton- 
seed and Gur'. 

V. In Bye-law 150, the words and figure, ‘and 3732.42 Kilograms 
in respect of Cotton-seed and Gur Hedge Contracts respectively' shall 
he substituted by the words ‘for both Cot ton-seed and Gur'. 

Vi, in Bye-law 258, in clauses (b) and (h), the words and figure 
‘and per 37.32 Kilogiams' wherever they oaur shall be substituted 
by the words and figure 'and per 50 Kilograms'. 

VII, In Bye-law 274, Clause (b) shall be substituted by the follow- 
ing Clause namely: 

(b) I he Unit of trading in Gur Hedge Contiact shall be 125 
Kattas weighing 5000 Kilograms and the Unit of price quotation 
shall be 50 Kilograms*. 

VIII. In Bye-law 276, in sub-clause (4) of clause (a), the words 
and figures 'Off allowance of Rs. 1,25 nP. and Rs. 1.50 nP. per 37.32 
Kilograms respectively’ shall be substituted by the words and figures 
'Off allowance ol Rs. 1.75 nP, and Rs. 2.00 per 50 Kilograms res 
pectively. 

(X. In Bvc-Iaw 277— 

(i) The figure and word ^37.32 Kilograms’ wherever they 
ot< ur shall be substituted by the figure and word '50 Kilo 
grams’. 

(ii) The figures and letters '25 nP,' and '50 nP.' wherever they 
octur shall be substituted by the figures and letters *31 nP.’ 
and ‘02 uP.’ respectively. 

(iii) Ih Clause (b) of 'For Gur Assarh Delivery’ the word and 
figure 'Re, 1’ shall be substituted by the word and figuic 
‘Rs. 1.25 nP.\ 

X. In Byc-Iaw 280, in line 7, the figures, IcLters and words '20 nP. 
per 37.32 Kilograms shall be substituted by the figures, letters and 
wold ‘25 nP. per 50 Kilograms’. 

XT, In Rye-law 283, in clause (a), the figure and word: ‘3732.42 
Kilograms' shall be substituted by the figure and word ‘5000 Kilo- 
grams'. 

XII. In Bvc-Iaw 284, in line 3, the figures and words '2.337 Kilo- 
grams per 45 bags’ shall be substituted by the figures and words ‘1 
Kilograms per 125 Kattas’. 
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3. In pursuance of Proviso to sub-section (4) of Section II of the 
said Act, the approval of the Secietaiy, lorward Markets Commis- 
sion, has been obtained for dispensing with the condition of 
previous publication of the above-mentioned amendments, in the 
interest of the trade. 

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Commission, 
under Sub-Section (1) of Section 11 of the Forward Contracts (Regu- 
lation Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) read with the Government of India, 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry, Notification S.O. 1162 dated 
the 4th May i960, has been obtained to the following amendments 
made to the Byc-Iaws of the Indian Exchange Ltd., Amritsar. 

Amendments 

I. After Bvc-Iaw 113, the following new Bye-laws shall be added 
as Bye-law U3A, viz: 

"I13A. A member shall not directly or indirectly enter into any 
arrangement or adopt any procedure for the purpose of 
evading or assisting in the evasion of margin requirements 
prescribed under the Bye-laws, Regulations or orders issued 
thereunder", 

II. In Bye-law 117 — 

(i) for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted viz: 

‘(a) The Board may, from time to time, by resolution passed by 
itself and concurred in by the Forward Markets Commission 
fix such limits upon daily trading by members or upon the 
open position of members or controlled by members in res- 
et t of hedge contracts for any delivery or deliveries as the 
oard may consider necessary or desirable", 

(ii) after clause (b)„ the following clause shall be inserted, viz: 

"(c) Any limits fixed under clauses (a) and (b) above shall be 
applicable to all transactions in hedge contracts including 
transactions entered into before such limits are fixed". 

III. After Bye-law 99, the following new Byc-Iaw shall be added 

as Bye-law 99 A, viz: 

*'99A(a) The Board may, from time to time, wherein its opinion 
it is expedient so to do, by a resolution passed by a simple 
majority and concurred in by the Forward Markets Com- 
mission prohibit for a specified period trading in any 
delivery or deliveries, except for the purpose of squaring up 
such open position as may be outstanding in that delivery 
or deliveries at the time such prohibition is imposed. 

(Ii) The Powers sperified in clause (a) may be exercised by the 
Forward MaikcLs Commission where in the opinion of the 
Commission it is expedient so lo do in the interest of the 
tiadc." 

IV. After Bye-law 236, the following new Bye-law shall be added 

as Bye-law 236A vi/: ' 

"23GA(a) The Board may, from time to time, in any case where 
in iLs opinion it is expedient so Lo do, by a resolution 
passed bv a simple majority and concurred in by the For- 
ward Markets Commission, postpone for a specified period 
of until further notice, outward payment by way of profits 
accruing to trading members on account of favourable 
fine tuation in the prices of hedge contracts registered with 
the Exchange in accordance with Bye-law 110. 

(b) The Powers specified in Clause (a) above may be exercised 
by the Forward Markets Commission in any case where in 
the opinion of the Commission it is expedient in the 
interest of the trade so to do".
